Plan cuts $252,389 
from transportation 
budget

A proposal to cut 
$252,389 from the Nelson 
County Schools transporta¬ 
tion budget would eliminate 
six routes and six bus drivers 
without having to fire a sin¬ 
gle driver. 


The bus driver positions 
would be eliminated through 
attrition, as at least six driv¬ 
ers already plan to retire or 
resign by the end of the year, 
Executive Director of 
Operations Tim 

Hockensmith told the 
Nelson County School 
Board at a work session 
Thursday. 

“We are not going to have 
to eliminate anybody from 
their jobs,” confirmed 
Director of Physical Support 
Services Todd Sanders. 

Some bus drivers have 


expressed concern in recent 
weeks that a large percent¬ 
age of their work force may 
be cut, or that they might be 
asked to run double routes 
and work more hours than 
what they’re paid to work. 
Superintendent Anthony Orr 
set a goal in January to cut 


$250,000 from the trans¬ 
portation budget, and he 
said although he had consid¬ 
ered doubling every driver’s 
route, he knew that might 
not be feasible. 

However, Orr and 
Sanders said not all drivers 
were working the full four 


hours for which they were 
paid, and they wanted to 
make the department more 
efficient in that area. 

Only a relatively small 
number of routes would be 
affected by the proposal, 
likely to come before the 
school board’s April 17 reg¬ 


ular meeting, Sanders said. 
The department worked to 
redraw routes by combining 
some in which fewer stu¬ 
dents were being picked up 
and cutting down on areas 
where routes overlap.

Kentuckians are ill- 
advised to indulge in trick¬ 
ery on the trickiest day of the 
year after Gov. Steve 
Beshear signed a measure 
into law Lriday to outlaw 
April Tools’ Day pranks. 

The legislation was intro¬ 
duced in the Kentucky 
Senate in anticipation of a 
repeat of last year’s April 1 
session, which fell on a 
Lriday, resulting in a rash of 
prank bills, whoopee cush¬ 
ions and misinformation 


throughout the Capital. 

“I almost voted to outlaw 
pencils. That was poor judg¬ 
ment on my part. Things just 
got out of hand, and that’s 
not how a responsible legis¬ 


lature operates,” the bill’s 
author said on the Senate 
floor. 

Nelson County represen¬ 
tatives also got caught up in 
the holiday enthusiasm, but 


say that what began with one 
legislator’s shoelaces being 
tied together under the podi¬ 
um escalated into legislative 
turmoil. 

“Jimmy offered me a 
chew of tobacco once and so 
I thought I’d try it, and it was 
so all-fired hot that I spit it 
out. He had loaded it with 
Tabasco sauce,” Rep. David 
Lloyd said. 

“April Tools — I felt com¬ 
pelled to do it,” Sen. Jimmy 
Higdon admitted. However, 
Higdon argued the Tabasco

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Deputy Fire Chief retiring after 24 years of service

In a way, Robbie Blanford 
feels he blinked his eyes and 
24 years passed before he 
realized it. 

Now he is set to retire as 
deputy chief from the 
Bardstown Fire Department 
and the moment feels excit¬ 
ing and heartbreaking for 
the fire veteran. 

“It’s a weird feeling the 
closer it gets,” he said. “I 
guess it really is going to 
happen. It seems so surreal.” 

In early March, Blanford, 
44, found out, by chance, 
that he was eligible for 
retirement. The process to 
file the proper paperwork 
hasn’t been hard, in fact the 
whole process has moved 
quicker than he realized. 

“It’s a bittersweet 
moment,” Interim Fire Chief 
Marlin Howard said. “But, 
I’m so proud of him.” 

Most of all, Blanford said 
he is thankful for the time 
he’s been able to work in a 
field near and dear to his 
heart. 

“Not only has (Robbie) 
been a huge part of the 
department, he’s been a huge 
part of the community,” 
Howard said. “He’s always 
there for anything that needs 
to be done.” 

To Howard, Blanford is an 
extraordinary person with a 
big heart, who often puts the 
needs of others in front of 
his own. 

“Everything he does is 
because of that,” Howard 
said. “He has the best inter¬ 
est in mind.” 


Back in 1988, when 
Blanford was new to the 
Bardstown Fire Department, 
he was ready to take the bull 
by its horns. 

Essentially, playing with 
fire has always been in 
Blanford’s blood. He had 
been around fire depart¬ 
ments since he was 7 years 
old, his brothers were fire¬ 
fighters and his uncle was 
the former Bardstown Fire 
Chief for 30 years. 

Now, Blanford is able to 
pass on what he knows to his 
nephew, Jonathan Mattingly. 

“It’s cool to pass it on to 
another family member,” he 
said. 

One thing that has stood 
out from his tenure as a fire¬ 
fighter is how no two days 
were the same. 

“The daily challenge of it 
was that it was always some¬ 
thing different,” Blanford 
said. “When you’re out there 
doing hands on stuff, that’s 
the things I’m going to 
miss.” 

Another aspect that has a 
special place in his heart is 
the friendships he has built 
with people in his depart¬ 
ment, as well as the commu¬ 
nity over the years. 

Blanford recalled a mem¬ 
ory of when he was a volun¬ 
teer firefighter for another 
department. During one 
instance, he ran into a man 
that looked very familiar. 

The two men got to talk¬ 
ing and Blanford realized 
the man was a person that he 
helped save from a precari¬ 
ous situation. 

“(The department) didn’t 
think he made it,” he said.

adding that it was like seeing 
an old friend when they real¬ 
ized who each other were. 

However, Blanford does¬ 
n’t consider himself to be a 
hero. He’s just a man doing 
his job. 

“After you do (the job) for 
a while, you don’t see your¬ 
self like that,” he added. 

Since he began working 
in Bardstown, Blanford has 
seen the fire department 


grow into a workplace that 
incorporates more responsi¬ 
bilities and technology. 

“It’s grown leaps and 
bounds,” he said. “When I 
came in it was a whole dif¬ 
ferent department ... Now, 
we have guys that do low 
angle rescue and trench res¬ 
cue. We do more than 
respond to fires.”

sauce had been in a glass of 
bourbon. 

Floyd felt obligated to 
respond, but what came 
next had an inadvertent 
impact on public policy. 

“As he went into session 
one day on the floor of the 
Senate, just before he went 
in, I stuck a sign on his back 
that said ‘Kill My 
Amendment,”’ Floyd said. 

The amendment, which 
failed in the Senate amidst a 
flurry of necktie-muffled 
giggling, would have allo¬ 
cated each Kentucky citizen 
a free miniature horse, 
according to Higdon. 

Discussions of how best 
to prevent another April 
Fools debacle initiated in 
January in the appropria¬ 
tions and revenue commit¬ 
tee, which last April 1 
authorized the allocation of 
state funds for a deep-sea 
diving academy, a Dodo 
Preservation 
Administration and 138 
sapphire-encrusted teeth 
grills emblazoned with the 
seal of the Kentucky 


Legislature. 

The April Fools ban insti¬ 
tuted Friday would extend 
beyond the walls of the 
Capital, outlawing any and 
all April Fools’ Day activi¬ 
ties “committed with the 
intention to or resulting in 
the incidence of libel, 
defamation, misinforma¬ 
tion or confusion of the 
Kentucky public, the com¬ 
mission of which hinders 
the Constitutionally pro¬ 
tected right to pursuit of 
happiness and besides 
which, just isn’t funny any¬ 
more.” 

Shortly before the pas¬ 
sage of the April Fools’ Day 
ban Friday, Higdon and 
Floyd expressed their satis¬ 
faction with the terms of the 
legislation. 

“We’re going to do this to 
ban April Fools, because 
this is serious business. 
We’re here doing the peo¬ 
ple’s work and don’t have 
time for such foolishness,” 
Higdon said. 

“Unless this in itself is an 
April Fools’ Day joke,” 
Floyd added. (Which it is. 
Gotcha! Happy April Fool’s 
Day from The Kentucky 
Standard.)

pie can buy tickets for the 
Flaget favorites prizes,” 
Tronzo said. “Attendees can 
buy tickets for $10 and 
everything that will be 
given away will be worth in 
excess of $10.” 

The entire staff at The 
Nelson County Community 
Clinic is comprised of vol¬ 
unteers. According to 
Tronzo, the clinic has accu¬ 
mulated 45,000 hours of 
voluntary time in the last 
five years. 

“We have a volunteer 
nurse practitioner, a cardiac 
nurse, a medical director 
and a pharmacist,” Tronzo 
said. “The largest expense 
for the clinic is our onsite 
pharmacy, which supplied 
7,100 prescription refills 
last year.” 

For patients with long¬ 
term chronic illnesses that 
require large amounts of 
medications, the clinic 
works with Kentucky 
Prescription Assistance 
Program and has a discount 


purchase agreement with a 
local pharmacy. Patients 
receive maintenance pre¬ 
scriptions needed for condi¬ 
tions such as diabetes or 
high blood pressure, 
according to Tronzo. 

“The clinic serves 850 
patients total and 600 of 
those are active patients 
with our dental clinic,” 
Tronzo said. “We also have 
a local ophthalmologist 
husband and wife team that 
will see patients on one of 
their days off.” 

Aside from the voluntary 
medical staff, some patients 
volunteer themselves. 

“Many patients want to 
give back,” Tronzo said. 
“They volunteer themselves 
for fundraisers. They help 
us set up, clean up, and 
make these events possi¬ 
ble.” 

This year’s presenting 
sponsor is the Flaget 
Hospital Medical staff, 
which raised $15,000. 
Flaget Hospital and their 
employees also gave at a 
major sponsor level. Last 
year’s fundraiser was 
attended by more 400 peo¬ 


ple. 

Tickets must be 
purchased directly from the 
clinic. The $35 ticket price 
will provide attendees with 
an open bar courtesy of 
Heaven Hill and a few other 
local distilleries. Dinner 
will be provided courtesy of 
B ardstown Catering.

Go make 
someone's 
day- 
no fooling 

In case you haven’t checked your calendar, 
today is April Fools’ Day. This is a day when 
pranksters plot to make their victims believe, if 
for only a short time, followed by a good belly 
laugh at their expense. It’s a day to remind our¬ 
selves, not to take things so seriously and enjoy 
life. 

Here at Standard Communications, we love a 
good prank once in a while to lighten the load of 
this otherwise serious business. 

Last year we had a bit of fun on April Fools’ 
Day by publishing a story about Tom Isaac, 
PLG-TV News Director, plotting an entire 
week’s broadcast from atop the Old Courthouse 
in Bardstown’s Court Square. We even pub¬ 
lished a doctored photo of Tom perched atop the 
Old Courthouse. If you know Tom Isaac at all, 
first he’s afraid of heights and second, he’s defi¬ 
nitely not fond of pigeons. If you read the article 
last April Fools’ Day, you know at the end of the 
story there were three little words — April 
Fools’ Day. Some readers got it but others are 
still asking Tom when he’s going to actually do 
his famous broadcast from the roof top. He 
doesn’t have the heart to tell them it was a 
prank. 

Some other famous national April Fools’ Day 
jokes that have made the headlines include Taco 
Bell Corporation which took out a full-page ad 
that appeared in six major newspapers across 
the U.S. on April 1, 1996, announcing it had 
bought the Liberty Bell and was renaming it the 
Taco Liberty Bell. Hundreds of outraged citi¬ 
zens called the National Historic Park in 
Philadelphia to express their anger. Their nerves 
were only calmed after Taco Bell revealed, a few 
hours later, that it was just a practical joke. 

Another all time favorite was aired on April 1, 
1992, on National Public Radio’s Talk of the 
Nation. Then host John Hockenberry revealed 
that Richard Nixon, in a surprise move, was run¬ 
ning for President again. His new campaign slo¬ 
gan was, “I didn’t do anything wrong, and I 
won’t do it again.” Accompanying this campaign 
announcement were audio clips of Nixon deliv¬ 
ering his speech. Listeners responded immedi¬ 
ately to the announcement, flooding the show 
with calls expressing shock and outrage. Only 
during the second half of the show was it 
revealed that the announcement was a practical 
joke and Nixon’s voice had been impersonated 
by comedian Rich Little. Remember him? 

April Fools’ Day is recognized not just in the 
U.S. but around the world. For instance in Scot¬ 
land, the day is devoted to spoofs involving the 
buttocks. In fact, the origins of the famous 
“Kick Me” sign all of us remember in middle 
school can be traced back to the Scottish obser¬ 
vance of this holiday. In England, jokes are 
played only in the morning and the victim of a 
joke is called a “noodle.” It’s considered bad 
luck in that country to play a practical joke on 
someone after noon. In Rome, the holiday is 
known as Festival of Hilaria. In Portugal, they 
celebrate by throwing flour at their friends. 

So enjoy today and act a little silly. Keep your 
practical jokes clean and enjoy a good belly 
laugh with your family and friends to lighten the 
load.

The murders that don’t count 


Delric Miller IV died in a 
hail of bullets a month ago. 
When someone fired 37 
AK-47 rounds into his De¬ 
troit home at 4:30 a.m., he 
was mortally wounded 
while dozing on the couch. 
He was 9 months old. No 
one made the multicolored 
teething ring he got for 
Christmas or his toy 
hammer into national 
symbols of random vio¬ 
lence. 

Last year, Charinez Jef¬ 
ferson, 17, was shot and 
killed on a Chicago street. 
“She begged the shooter not 
to shoot her because she 
was pregnant,” a pastor ex¬ 
plained. The alleged 
assailant, Timothy Jones, 

18, shot her in the head, 
chest and back after seeing 
her walking with a rival 
gang member. New York 
Times columnist Charles 
Blow did not write a 
column about Jefferson’s 
killing as a symbol of the 
perils of being a young 
black woman in America. 

Last June, a stray bullet 
from a confrontation on a 
Brighton Beach, N.Y., 
boardwalk killed 16-year- 
old Tysha Jones as she sat 
on a bench. A 19-year-old 
man, out for revenge after 
an earlier scuffle on the 
boardwalk, was charged in 
the shooting. Tysha’s heart¬ 
broken mother was not 
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featured on all the national 
TV shows. 

In January, 12-year-old 
Kade’jah Davis was shot 
and killed when, allegedly, 
19-year-old Joshua Brown 
showed up at her Detroit 
house to demand the return 
of a cellphone from Davis’ 
mother. When Brown didn’t 
get the phone, he fired shots 
through the front door. No 
one held high-profile street 
protests to denounce 
gunplay over such trifles. 

Everything about the 
Trayvon Martin case is a 
matter of contention. About 
this, though, there should be 
no doubt: If Martin had 
been shot by a black 
classmate, if he had been 
caught in a random 
crossfire, if he had looked 
at a gang member the 
wrong way, his death would 
have been relegated to the 


back pages of the local 
newspaper. Not a cause, not 
even a curiosity: Just an¬ 
other dead young black 
man. Nothing to see here. 
Please, move on. 

Jesse Jackson is right that 
“blacks are under attack.” 
According to a 2005 FBI 
report, blacks accounted for 
13 percent of the population 
and 49 percent of all 
homicide victims. In 93 
percent of the cases, the 
killer was black. Half of the 
victims were ages 17 to 29. 
That works out to 4,000 
murders of young blacks in 
one year, overwhelmingly at 
the hands of other blacks. In 
the communities where 
these killings occur there is, 
to put it in Jackson’s inim¬ 
itable terms, no justice and 
no peace. 

There is no comparable 
epidemic of half-Hispanic 
neighborhood-watch volun¬ 
teers like George 
Zimmerman shooting 
young black men. Nor is 
there an epidemic of cops 
doing the same. Heather 
Mac Donald of the Man¬ 
hattan Institute notes that in 
New York City, there were 
nine civilian victims of 
police gunfire last year, 
whereas there were “several 
hundred black homicide 
victims in the city, almost 
all shot by other blacks or 
Hispanics, none of them 


given substantial press cov¬ 
erage.” 

An allegedly racially mo¬ 
tivated killing, though, gins 
up the outrage machine in a 
way the routine murder of 
young blacks doesn’t. 
Cable-TV outlets get to host 
fiery debates. Chin-stroking 
commentators get to urge 
more “dialogue.” Black 
leaders get to relive the 
glory of a civil-rights cause 
that won its major victories 
decades ago when it took 
real courage to be on the 
front lines. And everybody 
gets to evade the intraracial 
mayhem that blights the 
country’s inner cities. 

An injustice may well 
have been done in the han¬ 
dling of the Martin 
shooting, but let’s not fool 
ourselves. Zimmerman 
could be arrested, convicted 
and hanged tomorrow, and 
it will have no effect on the 
lives of young black people 
in communities beset by 
social disorder. Whatever 
happens to Zimmerman, the 
drip-drip of spilled blood 
will continue, all but ig¬ 
nored except in the police 
blotter. In America, the lives 
of young black people are 
cheap, unless they happen 
to fit the right agenda.

Stronger prescription for what ails health care 


In arguments before the 
Supreme Court this week, 
the Obama administration 
might have done just 
enough to keep the Af¬ 
fordable Care Act from 
being ruled unconstitu¬ 
tional. Those who believe in 
limited government had 
better hope so, at least. 

If Obamacare is struck 
down, the short-term impli¬ 
cations are uncertain. 
Conservatives may be 
buoyed by an election-year 
victory; progressives may 
be energized by a ruling 
that looks more political 
than substantive. The long¬ 
term consequences, 
however, are obvious: 
Sooner or later, a much 
more far-reaching overhaul 
of the health-care system 
will be inevitable. 

To say the least, the three 
days of oral argument 
before the high court did 
not unfold the way many 
experts had expected. Con¬ 
fident predictions that the 
administration would 
prevail by a lopsided margin 
became inoperative as soon 
as the justices began pum- 
meling Solicitor General 
Donald Verrilli with pointed 
questions. 

At one point Wednesday, 
as the barrage was winding 
down, Chief Justice John 
Roberts told Verrilli he 
could have an extra 15 
minutes to argue a point. 
Verrilli replied, “Lucky 
me.” 

In the end, however, Ver¬ 
rilli gave the skeptical 
justices what they were 
looking for: a limiting prin¬ 
ciple that allows them, 
should they choose, to defer 
to Congress and uphold the 
law. 
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At the heart of the legis¬ 
lation is the requirement 
that individuals purchase 
health insurance or pay a 
fine. It became clear by 
their questioning that the 
court’s five conservatives 
— including Justice An¬ 
thony Kennedy, the swing 
vote who sometimes crosses 
the ideological divide and 
votes with the liberals — 
see this mandate as a signif¬ 
icant expansion of the 
federal government’s reach 
and authority. 

Verrilli argued that the 
mandate is permissible 
under the clause of the Con¬ 
stitution giving the 
government the power to 
regulate interstate com¬ 
merce. Justices demanded a 
limiting principle: Where 
does this authority end? If 
the government can compel 
a citizen to buy health in¬ 
surance, why can’t it 
compel the purchase of 
other things? 

Justice Antonin Scalia 
raised the specter of an all- 
powerful government that 
could even “make people 
buy broccoli” if it wished. 
Scalia’s mind seemed to be 
made up, but Kennedy 
seemed to be genuinely 


looking for a principle that 
permitted a health insurance 
mandate but not a broccoli 
mandate. 

And Verrilli gave him 
one. The market for health 
insurance is inseparable 
from the market for health 
care, he argued, and every 
citizen is a consumer of 
health care. Those who 
choose not to buy health in¬ 
surance require health care 
anyway — often expensive 
care at hospital emergency 
rooms — and these costs 
are borne by the rest of us 
in the form of higher pre¬ 
miums. 

I think Verrilli made his 
case. The court is supposed 
to begin with the as¬ 
sumption that laws passed 
by Congress are constitu¬ 
tional. Justices don’t have to 
like the Affordable Care Act 
in order to decide that it 
should remain in effect. If 
some members of the court 
think they could do better, 
maybe they should quit and 
run for legislative office. 

But it’s going to be a 
close call. What if they 
strike down the law? 

The immediate impact 
will be the human toll. 

More than 30 million unin¬ 
sured Americans who 
would have obtained cov¬ 
erage under Obamacare will 
be bereft. Other provisions 
of the law, such as for¬ 
bidding insurance 
companies to deny coverage 
based on preexisting condi¬ 
tions and allowing young 
adults to remain on their 
parents’ policies, pre¬ 
sumably would also be 
invalidated; if not, they 
would have to be modified 
to keep insurance rates from 
climbing sharply. The 


United States would remain 
the only wealthy industri¬ 
alized country where 
getting sick can mean going 
bankrupt. 

Eventually, however, our 
health-care system will be 
restructured. It has to be. 
The current fee-for-service 
paradigm, with doctors and 
hospitals being paid through 
for-profit insurance com¬ 
panies, is needlessly 
inefficient and ruinously ex¬ 
pensive. 

When people talk about 
out-of-control government 
spending, they’re really 
talking about rising medical 
costs that far outpace any 
conceivable rate of eco¬ 
nomic growth. The 
conservative solution — 
shift those costs to the con¬ 
sumer — is no solution at 
all. 

Our only choice is to try 
to hold the costs down. 
President Obama tried to 
make a start with a modest 
approach that works 
through the current system. 
If this doesn’t pass constitu¬ 
tional muster, the obvious 
alternative is to emulate 
other industrialized nations 
that deliver equal or better 
health-care outcomes for 
half the cost. 

I’m talking about a 
single-payer health-care 
system. If the Supreme 
Court strikes down Oba¬ 
macare, a single-payer 
system will go from being 
politically impossible to 
being, in the long run, fis¬ 
cally inevitable.

“We know that we still are 
going to have some 
inequities. Some routes are 
longer,” Hockensmith said, 
adding that it would be hard 
to ever ensure that all drivers 
drive the same amount of 
time. 

“And we are paying the 
drivers for the hours they’re 
working?” asked board 
member Frank Hall. 

Hockensmith said some 
preschool hours will be cut, 
but that’s because drivers 
were being paid for more 
time than they were work¬ 
ing. 

For instance, some drivers 
were paid for an extra hour 
in the morning for driving 
students to the Nelson 
County Early Learning 
Center — a pay policy 
implemented this year when 
the school opened. However, 
according to Hockensmith, 
drivers were still able to fit 
in the preschool drop-off 
without going over their 
four-hour allotment. 

“We wanted to make sure 
that we compensated peo¬ 
ple, but now that we see how 
that works, we were over¬ 
compensating people,” 
Sanders said. Hockensmith 
estimated the savings at 
$26,269. 

Midday preschool pick¬ 
up and drop-off pay would 
be reduced from two addi¬ 
tional hours to one, saving 
an estimated $71,306. While 
a few midday drivers may 
drive more than one hour, 
that time will be compensat¬ 
ed during their afternoon 
and morning hours paid, 
Sanders said. 

An extra afternoon hour 
for bus monitors would also 
be eliminated at an estimat¬ 
ed savings of $6,325. Fuel 
savings from dropping six 
bus routes is estimated at 
$56,150, Hockensmith said. 
Cutting six routes would 
also save approximately 
$86,229 in salaries. 

“We’re paying them the 
minute they step on the bus, 
right?” Hall asked, referring 
to a bus driver concern that 
they wouldn’t be paid for 
driving to their first stop or 
after leaving their last stop. 

According to Sanders, 
how drivers are paid based 
on their hours wouldn’t 


change under the new plan. 

“One of the things that we 
have to remember — there 
are drivers that keep buses at 
their homes. The law says 
that we pay them differently 
than if they drive into the 
garage and get their bus 
there,” Orr said. 

Under the proposal, every 
driver would be paid for 35 
minutes a day to inspect the 
bus, and those drivers who 
pick up their buses at the bus 
garage would be allotted an 
additional 30 minutes to get 
to and from the beginning 
and end of their routes. 
However, according to Orr, 
the wage and hour office in 
Louisville has told the dis¬ 
trict that section 785.35 of 
the Electronic Code of 
Federal Regulations applies 
to bus drivers. That code 
states that normal travel time 
to and from work is not work 
time. 

Orr said the district made 
an attempt to tailor individ¬ 
ual drivers’ bus routes. 

“They went in person by 
person knowing where those 
buses are kept. They built in 
sufficient time for them to 
get their first kid,” he said. 

Orr said other cost sav¬ 
ings may be found when 
buses travel roads which are 
less than seven-lOths of a 
mile long, which according 
to board policy buses should 
not do except where safety is 
concerned. Orr suggested a 
bus could go halfway down 
such a road and pick up all 
children in one location, 
instead of starting and stop¬ 
ping at each house, to save 
fuel costs. 

Board Chair Damon 
Jackey asked whether some 
students who live within a 
short distance of their 
schools could be asked to 
walk instead of taking the 
bus. Sanders said he wasn’t 
aware of any policy the 
board has on that issue. 

“That’s a different topic 
but that’s one that I’d like to 
address, especially at 
Bloomfield with the Blazer 
Heights subdivision and 
[they’re] adding that side¬ 
walk,” which runs between 
the subdivision and the 
school, Sanders said. 

The district may also con¬ 
sider asking drivers who 
work in other areas of the 
district to make up for 
unused driver time in their 
other work, Hockensmith

sible meth lab around 2 a.m. 
Tuesday, and Riley arrived at 
520 Timber Trail about 2:19 
a.m., where he reportedly 
found about five or six peo¬ 
ple sitting around a bonfire. 

“I noticed that one of the 
females when I pulled into 
the driveway took off and 
walked off behind a shed 
that was on the property, and 
was back there for just a few 
seconds and walked back,” 
Riley said. “I could smell 
something, a strong odor or 
something, but I couldn’t 
determine what it was.” 

Riley said he asked the 
woman why she went behind 
the shed and she allegedly 
said she was looking for a 
cat. So Riley went behind 
the shed and allegedly dis¬ 
covered the remains of a 


one-step meth lab, which 
utilizes a two-liter bottle, 
and some methamphetamine 
precursors. 

While he was behind the 
shed, Riley said he spotted a 
white male in black clothing 
through a window of the 
shed. 

“At that time I entered the 
shed and found the three 
suspects I took in custody 
later,” Riley said. “They 
were all tucked together in a 
corner, hiding in the shed.” 

Two men who had been 
around the bonfire allegedly 
fled the scene on foot while 
Riley was inside the shed. 
Riley, the only deputy on 
scene, handcuffed the three 
men found hiding. 

Dep. Mike Clark arrived 
soon after, and the home- 
owners, who were inside the 
house, reportedly gave them 
permission to go back into

Man identified in fatal New 
Haven motorcycle crash

The motorcyclist killed in 
an accident on New Haven 
Road Thursday afternoon 
has been identified. 

According to the Nelson 
County Sheriff’s 

Department, Chad Thurman, 
40, New Haven, was driving 
his 1977 Honda Gold Wing 
Motorcycle at 2:50 p.m. on 
New Haven Road near the 
intersection of Price Creek 
Road. 

He was traveling south on 
New Haven Road when he 
crossed into the northbound 
lane and struck a signpost 


before going into the ditch 
line. 

Thurman struck a culvert 
and a drain paper, which 
caused him to be ejected 
from his motorcycle. 
Thurman came to a rest in a 
private drive and received 
severe head injuries.

Board member Nicky 
Rapier asked whether the 
board could return a year 
from now to determine how 
much the district actually 
saved if the proposal is 
passed at the April board 
meeting. 

Construction news 

As several district con¬ 
struction projects wrap up, 
board members said they 
were pleased that much of 
the required contingency 
money was left over for each 
of these projects, and said 
using some contingency was 
necessary to make conscien¬ 
tious choices for the long 
term. 

For the Foster Heights 
Elementary renovation 
phase two, about $118,000 
of contingency will remain, 
or 88 percent, according to 
Orr. About 67 percent, or 
$76,000, of the Nelson 
County Early Learning 
Center’s contingency 

remains. 

“The contingency monies 
that we have left over from 
these projects will be rolled 
over into the work that we do 
for Thomas Nelson,” Orr 
said. 

More change orders are 
likely in order for TNHS 
phase one, which has about 
71 percent of contingency 
remaining, or $630,000. 
Phase two is not so far 
along, with its contingency 
balance standing at 
$334,000, or 141 percent of 
the original contingency. Orr 
attributed that to some cost¬ 
saving measures on behalf 
of employees and the board. 

The board also reviewed 
several change orders likely 
to come up in April’s school 
board meeting. These 
include the purchase of extra 
letters for the sign at Thomas 
Nelson High School. They 
were originally purchased to 
read Nelson County West 
Campus, before the school 
was renamed, according to 
Orr. 

Other change orders 
included the addition of a 
volleyball sleeve and shad¬ 
ow lines at TNHS, and mov¬ 
ing the TNHS football 
scoreboard, which was 
placed in the end zone 
where it might be struck by a 
football. That project ended 
up saving the district money, 
Sanders said. Not putting a

• Cheryl Pile, director of 
special education, 504 and 
preschool, said she will ask 


the board to approve 165 
days of preschool next year 
compared to 156 this year. 
She will also ask to continue 
five-day preschool, an 
increase this year from four 
days when preschools were 
scattered throughout district 
schools. 

• Hockensmith said he 
will likely ask the district to 
sell $4,500 of stock bought 
by the high school DECA 
club years ago. “It is worth a 
whole lot more than when 
they bought it,” he said. 

• Executive Director of 
Instruction Mark Thomas 
introduced the first reading 
of a policy change to 
increase the number of cred¬ 
its high school students are 
required to have to graduate. 
Twenty-two credits are cur¬ 
rently required, but the plan 
would raise that number 
gradually until it reaches 25 
in 2015-2016. More credits 
are possible because the 
high schools will operate on 
a seven-period day next 
year, Thomas explained. 
Nelson County High School 
currently has a six-period 
day.

Restoration work revitalizes older 
section of St .Thomas Cemetery

As a way of honoring the 
past, members of the St. 
Thomas cemetery commit¬ 
tee decided it was time to 
restore the historical signifi¬ 
cance in its graveyard. 

Troy Benningfield, owner 
of Clean Cut Lawn & 
Landscape, along with his 
son, Dakota, and contractor 
Jimmy Burton spent the 
afternoon March 14 revital¬ 
izing 40 tombstones in the 
older section of the grave¬ 
yard. The stones they worked 
on had either sunk in the 
ground or broke in half due 
to wear and tear over the 
years at St. Thomas. 

“Over the years, (the 
graves) began to sink and 
deteriorate,” Troy 

Benningfield said, noting 
that one grave sunk so far 
into the ground the date the 
person passed away was 
covered. 

“Now, they’ll get to see 
the whole stone,” he added. 

The revitalization project 
began during a St. Thomas 
Cemetery Committee meet¬ 
ing Feb. 7 and is set to end in 
mid-April. 

Committee members 
hired Benningfield to restore 
the older section of the 
cemetery. 

In order to preserve the 
history, Benningfield and his 
crew built wooden base 
structures to prevent the 
tombstones from sinking. 

Some of the historical 
graves were dated as far back 
to January 1818. 

It was vital to the commit¬ 
tee members that to recog¬ 
nize the workmanship that 
went into each of the graves. 

Instead of completely fix¬ 
ing the broken tombstones, 
the workers poured concrete 
slabs in the ground and laid 
the graves flat on top of 
them. 

“We’re preserving any¬ 
thing we can take out,” 
Benningfield said. 

“Anything that’s a part of 


history, we’re keeping it 
together.” 

Another aspect that 
Benningfield wanted to 
maintain was the original 
location of the stones. He 
made it a point to not move 
the tombstones. 

“They’re there for a rea¬ 
son,” he said. 

According to Sister 
Charlene Jacobs, a member 
of the St. Thomas cemetery 
committee, the group 
observed the damage the 
tombstones had received 
over time. 

The committee members 
felt like it was important for 
them to preserve the graves 
before it was too late. 

She added that after the 
tombstones are placed in 
their new base structures, 
they would be cleaned in a 
careful manner to keep the 
workmanship and ethical 
value. 

“We’ve wanted to do this 
for years,” Jones said. “I just 
feel like we owe it to those 
people whose ancestors are 
buried here. By preserving 
the stones, we’re preserving 
the history of the area.” 

Another additional benefit 
to the restoration process is 
the help it would give to 
families working on their 
genealogy history, Jones 
noted.
